DAIRYING IN WEST 


Shift In Production Gave Prairie 
Province* Larger Expansion 

A notable feature of the dairy 
situation in CanadA is the shift In 
production which has Riven western 
Canada a larger share of the ex¬ 
pansion in dairying enterprises. In 
1920, Ontario and Quebec contributed 
approximately 67 per cent, of the 
total milk production of the Do¬ 
minion; the Prairie provinces pro¬ 
duced 22 per cent, of the total milk 
supply, while the Maritimes and 
British Columbia shared to the ex¬ 
tend of nine per cent., respectively. 
In 1925 increases recorded in west¬ 
ern Canada the Prairie provinces con¬ 
tributing 26 per cent, and British 
Columbia 2.5 per cent., whereas the 
production of Ontario and Quebec 
fell to 63 per cent., and the Mari- 
times to 8 per cent. A further shift 
In favor of the Prairie provinces was 
recorded in 1942, and by 1944 On¬ 
tario and Quebec were supplying only 
60 per cent, of the milk production 
while the Prairie provinces produced 
30 per cent., the remaining 10 per 
cent, being divided between the Marl- 
times and British Columbia in the 
relationship of approximately six to 
four.—Brandon Sun.

While 
Canada is not at present among those countries who supply a large part 
of the world’s oil requirements, there are possibilities that she may some 
day occupy a foremost place in that field. Eighty-eight per cent, of the 
Dominion’s total oil supply comes from the province of Alberta, where oil 
deposits are located in various parts of the province; at Turner Valley, 
in the Vcrmilion-Lloydminster area, and in several other districts. For 
many years the best known and most productive wells were situated in the 
Turner Valley area, southwest of Calgary. In 1944, over ninety-nine per 
cent, of the oil produced in Alberta came from that district.

A.—The first five pounds of can¬ 
ning sugar may be purchased on and 
after May 2nd. These coupons may 
also be used for the purchase of jam, 
jelly, molasses, honey, marmalade or 
any other product which may be pur¬ 
chased with the ordinary “S” sugar- 
preserves coupons. Sugar-preserves 
coupons S8 to S12 become valid on 
May 2nd to cover the purchase of the 
additional five pounds of canning 
sugar or other preserves.

At present about one barrel of 
oil is extracted from one ton of the sand. Referring to these deposits 
the article in the Canada Year Book says in part: "Their economic value 
will depend upon many factors, including production at present price levels 
of United States. Latin American and other Eastern fields." They are, 
however, a very valuable reserve, and the Alberta government in 1944 
arranged for the setting up of an experimental pilot plant for investigating 
the possibilities of separating the oil from the sand on a.commercial basis.

Durina The War during the war, when enormous quantities were 

required for ’planes, ships and mechanized 
ground equipment. Enemy oil supplies were constantly attacked, and it is 
known that shortage of fuel was an important factor in the grounding 
of the Luftwaffe and the ultimate defeat of Germany. In Canada, the war 
brought about extensive development of the Fort Norman oil fields in the 
Northwest Territories. This area was the scene of the Canol project, which 
was the largest defence undertaking carried out by the Canadian govern¬ 
ment. By means of this gigantic project, oil production in the Fort Nor¬ 
man area was greatly increased, and this supply was used by the armed 
forces and on the Alaska Highway. Within the British Empire. Canada 
is the second largest producer of oil, her output being exceeded only by 
that of Trinidad. In relation to world supplies, Canada’s oil production 
is at present not large, but development of the McMurray area may at 
some future time bring her to a leading place in this field.

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Farmers Want 
Some Action On 
Parity Prices 

CALGARY. — Representatives of 
the "Big Three" farm organizations 
met here to draft a program of 
action to bring about parity prices. 

The lenders wete: George Church, 
president of the United Farmers of 
Alberta; Carl Stimpfle, president of 
the Alberta Farmers’ Union; Lew 
Hutchinson, president of the Alberta 
Federation of Agriculture; and J. R. 

McFall, secretary of the federation. 

(These three organizations arc now 
in process of amalgamation; their 
most recent annual conventions hav¬ 
ing urged the move). 

The threat of inflation is con¬ 
sidered by farmers a real and serious 
menace. Mr. McFall said after the 
meeting. 

"We are taking a very strong 
stand on this question," he said, 

"we know that the farmers and the 
wage-earners will be the first to 
suffer from its effects. We wish the 
government had held the price line 
on machinery and other things that 
farmer has to buy. But it didn’t. 

Now the only possible course of 
proper action is to establish a new 
level for everything, one as low as 
possible, and bring the price of grain, 
livestock and other farm produce 
up to it." 

Mr. McFall said the farm groups 
propose to communicate with federa¬ 
tions of agriculture in other prov¬ 
inces, particularly in Ontario, Mani¬ 
toba and Saskatchewan, find out 
what they are thinking and planning, 
and then fall in with the demand of 
the Ontario federation for a parlia¬ 
mentary investigation into the rela¬ 
tive position of farm prices. 

"If that doesn’t get results," said 
Mr. McFall, "we may send a dele¬ 
gation to Ottawa to press for the 
investigation."

atomic bomb and its future use. 
Muih speculation lias since been spo 
ken and written about its lontrol. 
Everyone has been thankful that only 
the English speaking nations know 
the secret of its composition. Rumors 
have been that Russia was building 
a vastly more powerful bomb. A fri¬ 
ghtful prospect for her enemies but 
no one knows what really the bomb 
can do. 

..Some of the facts will be known 
when “Operation Crossroads” drop 
atomic bombs numbers 4 and ."> some 
time in June off Bikini Islands, in 
the South Pacific. 

Elaborate preparations have been 
completed to measure the full effects 
on sea, on land and air. 

The first task of the 11)00 man ex¬ 
pedition will he to take explosion 
end air borne pressure measurements 
the second to measure the effects of 
the bomb on ships. Bomb no. 4 will 
be released from the air;no.6 at wat¬ 
er level or below. 

Here arc some of the measurements 
that will be taken: The air blast—its 
speed, range, heat, its effects on air 
water and ships- both naval and tran 
sport. Goats will be placed on the 
ships to test the effect on animal life 
tinder water vreeeure will lie measur¬ 
ed so that vertical motion of ships 
will he known. The effects at various 
depths will be recorded also the 
speed of the shock waves as they 
travel to surrounding Islands. 

Before, during and after the tests 
men from the national Museum will 
classify the plant and animal life 
near Bikini Island. Corals and geol¬ 
ogy will he studied. Fish and wild 
life service will examine the effects 
of the bomb on food fish. Air and 
water samples will be taken. The go¬ 
ats aboard the ships will be checked 
for sterility. The intensiy ami various 
1 ght rays will be measured. The tot¬ 
al radiant energy produced will be 
calculated. The electric disturbances 
will be checked. Hundreds of cameras 
operating at the rate of thousands of 
pictures a second and starting to 
i lick one millionth of a second after 
the first blast will record the whole 
terrfic panorama for posterity. 

Bombers will follow the blast cloud 
into the sky with cameras clicking 
Four more bombers will fly over the 
Diips and record their tossings with 
motion pictures. The effects on the 
island itself will be recorded by oth¬ 
er planes.

Industry Uses Millions Of Pounds Of 
Hydrogen Peroxide Yearly 

Hydrogen peroxide, now on the 
"short” list, is not merely a bleach 
for milady's hair, but millions of 
pounds of it are used every year in 
industry. The chemical is obtained 
as a by-product in the manufacture 
of blanc-fixe, a fine white powder ob¬ 
tained from barite and used in the 
manufacture of paint. Although Can¬ 
ada is rich in barite, a non-metallic 
ore somewhat resembling marble, the 
blanc-fixe must be imported because 
of lack of processing plants in this 
country.
